Acts of Remembrance 

From Vimy Ridge and Passchendaele to Kandahar... 

Remembrance Day has taken on a new importance for 
Canadians - an opportunity to thank those who have fought 
to protect human rights and dignity around the world, and 
those who have fallen in that service. 

In Bradford, a sold-out Remembrance Dinner on Saturday 
and a Remembrance Parade on Sunday drew hundreds of 
people to the Bradford Legion. 

At the dinner, Sgt. Mathieu Cloutier, Combat Engineer, 
asked guests to "Remember the fallen, the ones who 
served, the ones who are still serving.” 

Although, after 2 tours of duty in Afghanistan, "My war is 
finished, but my invisible scars are still healing,” Cloutier 
explained his willingness to serve. “I do it first and foremost 
because I love my country, and there’s no greater honour 
than that Maple Leaf on my shoulder. 

"I do it so my children can grow up in a free world, and 
because of the brotherhood.” 

He was in Bradford because of that brotherhood, 
honouring the late Sapper Brian Collier, whose family and 
friends were special guests at the dinner. 

Cpl. Ian Paterson was a close friend of Brian Collier. 

“We always had a great time together,” Cpl. Paterson said, 
describing the Collier family as "my second family.” 

He told the guests - dignitaries, Legionnaires, veterans, 
ordinary citizens - that Canada’s mission in Afghanistan did 
make a difference. “Positive changes were made, although 
as we all know, war is war” - and 158 Canadians made the 
ultimate sacrifice. 

MP for York-Simcoe and House Leader Peter Van Loan 
was among the dignitaries attending. “It takes a special 
kind of person to put on the uniform,” Van Loan said. As the 
100th anniversary of the start of World War I approaches, 
he noted, today’s soldiers have both new skills, and new 
responsibilities. "But there’s one thing that has remained. 
They are capable of remarkable courage, duty... and valour." 

Provincial Member of Parliament Julia Munro spoke of the 
Remembrance Dinner as a valuable tradition - one where, 
more than at Cenotaph or church services, it is possible "to 
share stories," and speak with the veterans. 

“When it’s close to home, it's all that much more 
important,” Munro said, in reference to Sapper Brian 
Collier, urging all Canadians to, in the words of the poem In 
Flanders Fields, “hold the torch high, and stand up against 
those who would whittle away our freedoms.... Freedom is 
not free.” 

“Never let the efforts of our troops be in vain,” said

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Holland St. reconstruction project evolves 


“It’s the same as it was before - 
nothing’s changed,” said Roddie 
Saunders, Realtor, at the Public 
Information Centre (PIC) for the 
Holland St. reconstruction project, 
November 6 at the Bradford West 
Gwiilimbury Leisure Centre. 

But Director of Engineering Arup 
Mukherjee disagreed, citing changes 
made as a result of two previous PICs. 

Although the proposal stills calls for 
a stretch of Holland St., from Collings 
Ave. to Dissette St. to be reduced from 
4 to 2 lanes of traffic, and proposes 
a roundabout at the intersection 
of Barrie St. and John, plans also 
include preservation of more on¬ 
street parking, and signalization or 
dedicated left turn lanes at problem 
intersections, and tie construction 
more closely to the completion of the 
Southeast Arterial Road (SEAR). 

The SEAR will run south from the 
intersection at Bridge and Dissette 
Streets, connecting with Simcoe 
Rd. and the 6th Line - offering an 
alternative route for traffic destined 
for the south half of town. A Request 
For Proposals is being issued for

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in the express line with 
two extra items. 
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design of the new road, now seen as an integral part of the 
reconstruction of Holland St. 

“You can’t build one without the other," said Joe Mullan, 
engineer with Ainley Group, acknowledging the need for 
alternative routes. 

Mullan reiterated that, with the current on-street parking 
and lack of left turn lanes, "the existing street actually 
functions as a 2-lane street, not a 4 lane street.” Even during 
the 3 hours of rush hour, when parking is supposedly 
banned, “all you need is that one parked car, and you’ve 
got a 2-lane functioning road... The end result is 99% of the 
time it operates as two lane.” The changes proposed will 
improve traffic flow. “Doing nothing is not the solution." 

There was a steady stream of visitors to the PIC last 
Wednesday, speaking with engineering staff. 

New Manager of Capital Projects, Khurram Tunio 
suggested that signage will be key, not only to identify 
off-street parking, but to direct traffic to the ring roads - 
Dissette St. to the north, and the new SEAR to the south, to 
ensure “a smooth traffic flow." 

As for the proposed roundabout, the engineers insist 
that traffic modelling shows that the queue on Barrie 
St., waiting for the lights, will not interfere with the safe 
operation of the proposed roundabout. 

"It’s a new concept in the Town,” admitted Tunio, but he 
suggested that public education could create acceptance. 

“The roundabout works beautifully,” as a solution to the 
offset intersection at John St., Mullan said, noting that to 
date, the engineers have "listened, tweaked and modified" 
the proposal, in response to public concerns. The traffic 
circle will be designed so that large trucks can drive over 
a portion of the circle, if necessary, and there will be no 
impact on entry to the Post Office. 

The goal of the Holland St. reconstruction is to replace 
deteriorating sidewalks and underground infrastructure, 
redesign the road to improve traffic flow, add streetscaping 
and create a pedestrian-friendly downtown.

Under the Town of Bradford West 
Gwillimbury’s procedural by-law, the 
Deputy Mayor takes over as Chair of 
Committee of the Whole - the less 
formal portion of the Council meeting, 
when items are generally introduced for 
a first time, and debate tends to be more 
comprehensive. 

On November 5, most of the debate 
centred around Committee of the Whole 
itself, the Chair, and proper procedure. 

The meeting began with Deputy Mayor 
Rob Keffer attempting to drop Item 5.3 
from the agenda, unilaterally. 

Item 5.3 on the original agenda was an 
engineering report, recommending the 
award of Engineering services for a new 
interchange at the 5th Line BWG and 
Hwy. 400, for about $2,195 million. 

Councillor Gary Lamb asked why 
Chair Keffer wanted to drop the item, 
rather than leaving it on the agenda. If 
there were reasons for a delay, Lamb 
suggested, "when it comes up on the 
agenda we have ample time to defer.” 

But the Deputy Mayor insisted it should 
be dropped, and that it was within his 
power as chair to make the change. 

After lengthy debate, Keffer was finally 


persuaded to step aside as chair of the 
meeting, so that he could put forward 
an amendment to the original motion 
to approve the agenda. At that point, a 
majority of Council voted 5 to 3 in favour 
of the revised agenda, minus Item 
5.3. Councillor Raj Sandhu declared a 
conflict of interest. 

No explanation was provided in 
Council by the Deputy Mayor for his 
amendment. 

When the regular meeting of Council 
resumed, an angry Mayor Doug 
White called the meeting “a fiasco” 
and told Council, “We have to carry 
on the business of the corporation 
professionally. If you would like 
something deferred, just let us know. I 
think we need to be more respectful.” 

He called the behaviour of the Deputy 
Mayor “amateurish, embarrassing and 
disrespectful.”

Dismayed by comments 

To the editor: At the November 4 Special 
Meeting of Council, I was both shocked and 
dismayed by some of the comments. 

Mayor White told other members of Council 
that he was working towards a complete 
community, and suggested that that means 
more than just a variety of housing options. 

First of all, a community isn’t a Rec centre, 
employment lands and good shopping. Those 
things are positive assets of a community, 
but not the community itself. Community is 
people - people interacting and helping each 
other, people of all ages, sizes, backgrounds 
and experiences. Community is church 
congregations, social clubs, the community 
meal, the food bank, neighbours talking over 
the back fence. People need a place to live, to 
be part of a community. 

Different people need different types of 
housing, depending on age, personal situation, 
income. If you want a vibrant, diverse 
community, you need a variety of housing 
options. 

So please think about that when you talk 
about building 3,000 expensive single family 
homes, and no housing for seniors, singles, 
young couples starting out, and people with 
low incomes. 

I was appalled by Mayor White encouraging 
Council to take risks, in moving forward with 
the developers' prepayment agreement to 
develop the 400 lands. This is a public trust. 

My opinion is that there should be as little risk 
as possible, and that risk should be mitigated. 

I know that is a very strong viewpoint, but 
Councillors - you are spending my money 
and my neighbour’s money. We don’t need 
another Dissette, or a $60 million debt because 
someone took a risk or didn’t do due diligence. 

Thank goodness, the majority of Council 
understands their fiduciary responsibility and 
are cautious about borrowing money.

Lake Simcoe, a heritage lake

Tony Bellisimo’s photos of Lake 
Simcoe in all seasons and moods were 
outstanding, giving substance and 
immediacy to the message: there is a 
need to preserve the heritage of Lake 

The message was delivered by 
dedicated lake aficionados, Marj 
Mossman and Barb Love, at the 
October meeting of the Tecumseth & 
West Gwillimbury Historical Society. 
The presentation was an update of 
their efforts to have Lake Simcoe 
designated a Heritage Lake. 

Mossman and Love briefly outlined 
the history of the lake, from First 
Nations habitation to fur trade routes, 
paths trodden by Champlain and 
Jesuit fathers in 1615, to the lumber 
industry and early settlement by 
Europeans. Later, the waters of the 
lake enabled steamships to bring 
supplies and mail to inhabitants, 
supported a fishing industry in 
summer and ice-cutting in winter. 

In more recent times, the lake has 
been ringed with cottages big and 
small, while offering wonderful tourist 
attractions. Historically, economically, 
geographically and socially, this 
large lake has singular importance in 
Ontario. Why not celebrate it? 

This would be the first lake to receive 
a Heritage designation. There are 
buildings, places and rivers that have 


been designated, but no lake. 

Towards that end, those supporting 
the designation of Lake Simcoe 
have documented its history, made 
deputations to community, business 
and government groups, amassed 
local and provincial support and 
tirelessly raised money - and hope 
to soon present their case to the 
Documentation Board. If successful, 
Canada’s 6th "Great Lake” will proudly 
become Canada's first Heritage Lake.

November is Pulmonary 
Hypertension Awareness 
Month, and to help raise 
awareness, the 2 nd annual 
"6 Minute Walk for Breath” 
will take place Thursday, 
November 28, from 9:30 
a.m. to 12:30 p.m. at the 
BWG Leisure Centre. 

It's based on the “6 
Minute Walk Test” that 
PH patients are asked to 
complete on each visit to 
the clinic, to determine 
the progression of their 
disease. Pulmonary 
Hypertension or PH 
causes the arteries of the 
lungs to become scarred 
or closed off, resulting 
in high blood pressure - 
putting stress on the heart, 
and making it difficult to 
breathe. 

In the test, doctors 
measure the distance 
the patient can walk on 
a flat, hard surface in 6 
minutes’ time, looking at 


oxygen levels in the blood, 
breathlessness, ability to 
complete the walk. The 
earlier the symptoms 
appear, the worse the PH. 

On November 28, 
participants in the 6 
Minute Walk for Breath 
will stop at 10 stations, 
where they will leam 
about the symptoms of 
PH, such as shortness of 
breath, light headedness, 
chest pain, and tiredness. 

There will also be 
information available 
about the Pulmonary 
Hypertension Association 
of Canada, and the 
various support groups in 
Ontario, currently located 
in Toronto, Ottawa and 
London. Ruth Dolan, 
whose daughter was 
diagnosed with PH 5 years 
ago, will be on hand to 
see if there is interest in 
starting a PH Support 
Group in Bradford, so that

PH is rare, often misdiagnosed as 
asthma, and has no cure - although 
there are now effective treatments, 
especially if the condition is diagnosed 
early. Becoming aware is the first step. 

There are 4 Classes of PH -from 
Class I, with no restriction on physical 
activity, to IV - unable to carry out any 
physical activity without symptoms. In 
a 6 Minute Walk, those with Class IV 
PH can barely walk 15 metres before 
symptoms appear. Those with Type III 
begin to experience symptoms at 50 m. 

- progressively becoming worse, until 
at 350 m. it may be impossible to go on. 
Type II PH patients may reach 500 m. 
before symptoms become debilitating.

Girls Inc. partners with Foxwood Farm 


Hie partnership between Girls Inc. of York Region 
and Foxwood Farm riding stables began last winter 

- with PA Day activities and a March Break camp for 
girls in the program. 

Things stepped up a notch when Girls Inc. received 
Ministry funding for a summer camp program, 
for 2 weeks - and now, for an Equine Sponsorship 
Program, that gives Girls Inc. the funds to “adopt” 
a horse for a year, allowing 8 girls to benefit from 
riding lessons and instruction in horsemanship 
provided by Foxwood 

The adopted horse is 
“Maverick” a 7 year old 
Quarterhorse gelding 

- "very easy-going, 
not too big,” notes 
Foxwood owner Robyn 
Freer. In addition to 
their “own” horse, 
the girls can borrow 
“Blaze” for their 
lessons - and in just 
two months since the 
Equine Sponsorship 
Program began, Freer 
has noticed a big change in the first four 
participants - “a huge change in their 
confidence level. This is something they’re 
learning to do on their own.” 

Tracey Moore, Program Administrator, 
agrees - and explains that it's all part of the 
mandate of Girls Inc., an organization that 
provides gender-specific programs for girls 
between file ages of 6 and 18 in York Region 
and Bradford West Gwillimbury, that build 
self-esteem, a positive self-image, and a 
can-do attitude. 

The goal is to inspire "all girls to be 
strong, smart and bold” - breaking through 
gender, economic and social barriers. In 

particular. Girls Inc. encourages girls to - 

close the gender gap in sports. "It’s about giving girls 
opportunities,” Moore says, and the opportunities 
offered at Foxwood have proven to be very popular. 

"The girls just love it,” she says. "Robyn works 100% 
with us. She supports our mission and our mandate. 
It’s just a great relationship - and her horses are 



phenomenal.” 

The girls in the new Equine Sponsorship Program 
leam more than how to ride. They leam what it 
takes to board and feed a horse. “They grab the 
horse, tack ’em, groom 'em, ride 'em, muck out the 
stalls - anything the horse needs,” Moore says - and 
get a lesson in life-skills and budgeting, to make the 
Hollars stretch. 

The funds from the Ministry of Tourism, Sports 
and Culture, and an Adventure Sports Grant, only 
go so far. The girls in the program 
also carry out fundraising - and 
have received donations from 
the community, to make the 
partnership possible. 

A private donation provided the 
funds to purchase riding helmets. 
Local tack stores have stepped up 
to provide gear - including 2 safety 
vests from Tipperary Tack Co., 8 
pairs of winter gloves from SSG 
Riding Gloves in Aurora, a saddle 
pad from Doonaree Tack Shop, 
grooming kit from Greenhawk 
harness in Barrie, a leather halter 
i from Pony Up Equestrian Tack

1 * "The girls are loving it,” says 
Moore, noting that the program 
has had an impact beyond the 
horse bam. "It’s overflowing into 
school, friends... You can see the 
change in the group dynamic. 
Girls just flourish with the 
horses.” 

Right now, Girls Inc. is looking 
for more partners in the Bradford 
area, to be able to offer additional 
programs locally. "We have a 
lot of Bradford girls come to 
Newmarket for programming,” 
she says, and some who miss out, due to 
transportation issues.

Recognizing achievement, at Kumon 


Bradford - New techniques of teaching and tutoring 
often seem to grow out of a personal need. 

That’s certainly the case with 
Kumon, an internationally- 
acclaimed program that helps 
kids achieve excellence in 
Mathematics and Reading. 

Back in 1954, Japanese high 
school math teacher Torn 
Kumon began developing 
materials to assist his son, 
who was struggling with math 
in grade 2.

The rate of progress should 
be determined by the student, 
not the teacher.

The boy not 
only improved his math skills, he learned to solve 
math problems beyond his grade level. 



The first Kumon Centre opened in 1956, in the 
Kumon home. In 1958, the Kumon Institute of 

Education was established, and since then 
has grown: opening in North America in 
1974, and in Canada in 1980, and in 1991, 
Kumon added a Reading program, based on 
the same principles. Kumon Centres are now 
found in 48 countries and regions, providing 
programs to about 4.3 million students 
world-wide, from pre-school to High School. 

On Nov. 6, Bradford's Kumon Centre at 312 
Holland St. W. and Instructor Carol Jiao held 
an Awards Night, to recognize achievement 
in its 100 students. 

“We award them for the length they stay, 
and high levels they reach,” explained Jiao. 
There are ribbons for mastering a concept 
or level - and medals, for achieving above 
the expected grade level: Bronze for 1 year, 
Silver for 2, and Gold for 3 years above Grade 
level. There are also trophies, for length 
of participation, and for those who complete the 
program and “graduate." 

Said Jiao, "Students enjoy this, as they get better!”
